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More Border Tension 


‘The reports of growing tension along the 
‘Manchoukuo-Siverian border suggest that the 
annual clash between the Russians and Japa- 
nese is not likely to be averted this year. Prac- 
cally every year, when the cold weather pastes, 
lashes occur along the border. Last. year it was 
fat Nomonhan, the year before at Changkufeng, 
fand the only’ cause for. speculation now Is 
to where the next incident will take place. At 
‘the conclusion of fighting last year, it was de- 
[cided to hold a conference at Harbin for the 
purpose not ‘only of ‘seltling the Nomonhan 
boundary which was the cause of the conflict, 
Dut also to go into other matters, which were 
Mikely to lead to a deterioration of the relation- 
ships between Japan, Manchoukuo and Russia, 
Unfortunately that conference proved abortive, 
fand since its breakdown no attempt has been 
made to bring the parties closer together. Now 
that Russia has ceased her expensive, and very 
revealing invasion of Finland, the Soviet is 
again at liberty to tum’ its attention 
to the Far East. It is not likely that this will 
lead to war with Japan, for the Russo-German 
understanding of last year appears even now 
to be wearing a trifle thin, The fallure of Russi 
to provide all the supplies which Germany ex- 
pected has led to a cooling off between the two 
aggressor nations which divided Poland 
Yetween them, and except as a possible channel 
through which he can oblain some war 
materials, even if only the trickle which may 
et past ‘the Allied blockade, Herr Hitler has 
ttle to expect trom his accomplice in erime. 
‘That ig probably the best factor operating for 
peace in this part of the world that could be 
Imagined. With not too secure a rear in 
Europe-—for who knows if Herr Hitler will not 
move to obtain by force from Russia what that 
country is at present reluctant to suppl 
the Soviet 1s not likely to embark upon hostli- 
Mes in the Far East, ‘There may be incidents, 
but if is doubtful in the extreme if Russia 
would seek fo make any move which would 
tnvolve her in a war with Japan. The painful 
Jexperiences which the Soviet suffered in Fin- 
land is likely to make M. Stalin refrain for 
some time to come from any more military 
adventures, for, if for no other reason, he will 
bbe obliged’ to wait for some time untit he can 
obtain officers of rather more ability than those 
‘who falled-so miserably and for so longa time 
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Britain Not Napping 


+ ‘The decision of the British Government to 
‘Aivert British shipping from the Mediterranean,

Soubtedly the safest step to take. It has. been 
[pointed out that Italy's war strategy calls for 
sudden and overwhelming attacks on enemy 





merchant shipping before convoys can be or- 
ganized. The step which has becn taken effect 
ally prevents that, and relieves the Alliod 
squadrons in the Mediterranean of the necessity 
fof providing such convoys. The fact that they 
‘can devote their attention’ to the more active 
prosecution of the war is a feature which 
should operate in the Allies’ favour, for the 
blockade of Italy can be maintained quite easily 
at Gibraltar and Aden, while the further ap- 
lication of the navicert system should do com- 
paratively little harm to the Interests of those 
Mediterranean nations which may slill desire to 
fescape being involved in the struggle. All this 
has been necessitated hy recent belligerent state 
ments by Italian leaders and newspapers, ‘Those 
Utlerances have been rendered. all’ the more 
significant by the refusal of the Iallan Govern- 
ment of the French invitation to negotiate upon 
Joutstanding questions. Tt will indeed be unfor- 
tunate if Italy should enter the war, but it is a 
[contingency which has all along been expected 
by the Allies, and taken fully into account when 
they declared war upon Germany when that 
nation invaded Poland. ‘The British attitude 
towards Rome has been somewhat blunt of 
late, ‘requiring that Italy should declare her 
hand. That she may do at any moment, though 
itis fo be hoped she will not. Paradoxically 
fenotigh the entrance of Italy, into the 
[war would in some ways benef’ the Allies 
‘and ‘particularly the effectiveness of the 
blockade. Italy has undoubtedly been a channel 
{through ‘which contraband has been reaching 
Germany, and once she aligns herself with that 
nation automatically comes under the same sort 
of control, 





Cabinet and Norway 


‘The possibility of there being a erisis in the 
British Cabinet over. the situation in Norwiy 
has always to be reckoned with in considering 
the situation, but that need not be anything 
which should cause any great anxiety. Minis- 
tries were changed in the last war without any 
isruption of the energy with which the various 
campaigns were prosecuted, and there is no 
Fesson to believe that anything of the nature 
‘will occur on this occasion should such a step 
‘become necessary, Much will depend upon the 
statement which Mr. Chamberlain was to make 
to the House of Commons yesterday, and which 
‘was not available at the time these lines were 
written, There is in the situation no reason for 
alarm. The fact of the matter Is that the Ger- 
‘mans at present have the advantage in the air 








over Norway. It must be the policy of the 
Allies to wrest that from them. Again parallels 


fare to be found in the last war. Command of 
the air passed from the Allies to the Germans 
fon various occasions, and when ‘that happened 
those who for the time being hed lost It sulfer= 
ed heavily. ‘The laying-out of acrodromes is 0 
‘question of time even under peace conditions, 
‘and though during war greater speed 1s neces- 
sary there is always the interference of enemy 
aviation to be taken into account, It may be a 
slow business building up Allied superiority. in 
the air over Norway, for the obstacles are 
great. They are not insuperable, and with the 
determination which inspires the Allies it may 
bbe expected that the work will he persevered 
with until the superiority which the Germans 
now possess is taken from them, Considering 
the disadvantages under which the Allied troops 
fare operating, nothing but the highest praise 
ean be given’ them for the manner in which 
they are continuing the struggle. If it is neces- 
sary to further ihelr efforts by. reformation 
of the Cabinet it is not believed that Mr. Cham- 
berlain will hesitate for one moment to do £0, 
for no man 1s more bent on prosecuting. this 
struggle (o the bitier end than he Is, That might 
even lead him to include in his Cabinet men 
with whom in other cireumstances he would. 
prefer not to work, 


The Deadly Typewriter 


‘There is still much speculation where Ger= 
many will strike next, and some quarters are 
‘Armly of the opinion that the Balkans will come 
next. Should that prove to be the ease the Reich 
‘will doubtless quote the reinforcement of the 
Allied navies in the Mediterranean as on ex- 
fuse, alleging that that concentration ‘was n= 
oubltedly designed to support an Allied invasion, 
of the Balkan Peninsula. Knowing the German 
facties it 1s more than tikely that the Reich 1s 
ready in possession of documents showing that 
such Allied aggression was in fact planned; such 
Papers are so easy to fabricate. The fact ot 
the matter is that the two dictators have been 
playing a very shrewd game, and the truculent 
attitude of the Italian press, and certain of the 
leaders in that country was expressly designed 
asa diversion in ald of Herr Hitler's Norwegian 
adventure. ‘The Allies could not afford. to 
neglect the situation which has recently been 
created in the Mediterranean, and the fact that 
they havé been able to divert considerable 
strength from the North Sea to the south of 
Europe is in itself the most striking exposé of 
the falsehood of the German claims to have 
inflicted enormous, damage upon the British 
fleet. “Had that indeed been the case, it would 
have been impossible to detach units froin the 
North ‘Sea, for the existence of the present 
Allied forets in Norway depend upon the main- 
tenance of ines of communication between 
Britain and Norway. The German claims can, 
therefore, be rejected, for it is obvious that If 
Dr. Goebbels continues to destroy the British 
navy at his present rate he will soon be hard 
put to it to explain why the Ailles are still 
maintaining practically intact forces at sea, 
Indeed, in the naval campaign, up to the present. 
‘the typewriters of Dr. Goebbels! myrmidons has 
proved far more deadly thon has the German 
| bomb. 























Who is Responsible ? 


‘One of the principal arguments adduced by 
Herr “Hiller in his “Mein Kampe", against 
democracies is the irresponsibility of tie mem 
bers of any government elected by the people. 
‘The fallacy of such an argument could not have 
been ‘better illustrated than. by the agitation 
which has grown up in the House of Commons 
against the Cabinet, owing to the temporary 
setbacks which have beon suffered in Norway. 
Undoubtedly, the Cabinet, in the opinion of the 
British public, is responsible, and they are ex- 
pected to produce rabbits out of their hats in 
order to counteract it. No one who understands 
‘anything ‘of the machinery of modern govern= 
ment can entertain this idea for moro than a 
moment. ‘The Cabinet must necessarily depend 
for expert advice upon those who are thorough- 
ly familiar ‘with the situation to be faced, and 
fn the case of the landings in Norway, there 
seems to be little donbt that, if anyone was at 
fault, it was the General Staft, Tt is by no 
means certain, even, that the ‘General Staff 
erred, for there seems to have been an under 
estimate of the powers and enthusiasm of the 
Norwegian resistance which seriously hampered 
the small bodies of troops landed and now with- 
drawn, But whoever ean have been at fault in 
this connection, it is obvious that the Prime 
‘Minister and his more intimate associates, who 
have all the major problems of statesmanship 
to consider, should not be blamed. Mr. Cham- 
berlain, like any other man who might hold a 
similar’ post, mUst be in the hands. of expert 
advisers, He cannot be another Hitler—an ex- 

rt in all departments of war or peace, whose 
jolee"—as It has been well deseribed ‘by Sir 
Nevile Henderson—is more powerful than the 
foree of gravity. Sir John, Simon's reminder of 
the united responsibility ‘of the War Cabinet 
was therefore timely. ‘Though there may be 
many who think that a man of seventy-one is 
too old to bear the tremendous responsibility 
of conducting a war against an admittedly 
feffcient, and quite ruthless, enemy, it would 
be unfair to attribute to him alone errors of 
Judgment—it they were errors—made by com- 
Parative juniors. ‘There seems, therefore, to be 
something artificial in the personal agitation 
against “Mr. Chamberlain and his senior col- 
Jeagues..In the long run “it's steady as does it.” 
No one should confuse the old ndage that. "a 




















man is as old as his arteries” with the truism 
that “a prime minister is as old os his young- 
est adviser.”

Chinese Warned in 


Occupied Areas 


Chungking, May. 3. 

‘An intensification of the Chinese 
economle warfare programme in the 
‘occupied areas is seen in the latest 
order issued by the Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs. 

It Is announced that any, change 
in the status of economic enterprises 
in the war areas is strictly forbidden 
without special permission from the 
Ministry. 

‘Tho order declares: “The enemy, 
tunable to make any progress in mill 
tary operations, and also due to econo- 
mie difficulties in Japan, 1s attempting 
to carry out an economic exploitation 
of the occupied areas, for the pur- 
pose of making these areas pay for 
his military expenditures. 

“While a majority of the populace 
refuse to give any co-operation to the 
enemy, the Ministry has issued this 
order ‘to forestall "the activities of 
raltors. 

“Regarding economle enterprises in 
war areas, or territories adjacent to 
war areas, the Ministry has already 
promulgated detailed” regulations, 
Which are at present in force, 

“Recently, however, the enemy, in 
fan attempt’ to induce the populace 
to co-operate, has announced that, 
Japan Is allegedly re\urning property 
to thelr owners 


Alleged Traps

GERMAN BOASTING 


May 2. 

While the Germans have undoubtedly made 
some progress in Norway there is no justifica- 
tion for their claims that anything in the 
nature of a decisive baltle has either been 
fought or won. All that has happened up to 
the present aro but mere skirmishes as com- 
pared with what may be expected in the not 
foo distant future. When considering ‘what 
the Germans have done up to the present it 
must be remembered that the initiative was 
with them when they made the surprise 
landings in Norway, and the fact that the 
Allies have not yet been able to throw suf- 
lent forces into the ficld, is the clearest 
Possible proof that they did not at any time 
contemplate a landing in Norway such as 
Herr von Ribbentrop has alleged, and indeed 
ample indication that they were not ready for 
any such venture. ‘The first effect of the 
German move was to ensure that those-ports 
with adequate landing facilities would fall 
into German hands, and with the eapture of 
Oslo, “Stavenger, Bergen, ‘Trondheim and 
Narvik, the Allies were forced to resort to 
secondary ports ill-equipped with the neces- 
sary machinery to handle large bodies ot 
men, and the heavy supplies carried with 
them. That has had two important results. 
‘The ‘frst is the delay which the lack of 
facilities must involve in original landings, 

ind the second arises from the fact that such 

landings and those which are to follow have 
to be carried out under extremely adverse 
conditions to which the activities of the Ger~ 
man air arm undoubtedly contribute. ‘The 
position then since the Allies started to go to 
the aid of the Norwegians is that they have 
been working against serious disadvantages, 
andthe fact that they have done so well in 
the circumstances gives every reason for 
regarding the future with confidence. There 
iation of 
which account must be taken. ‘The very 
facts that there had not been preliminary 
talks between the Allied and the Norwegian 
staffs, and that the Norwegians themselves 
wwere’taken unawares have led to some dif 
culty in effectively coordinating the efforts 
of the Allied forees. ‘That may be expected 
to disappear shortly. 

‘To all this must be added the overwhelming 
strength which the Germans displayed in the 
alr. ‘That also is rapidly being counteracted 
by the Allies, and, asa greater degree of 
parity isreached between the opposing. forces, 
the advantage which the enemy originally 
possessed may be expected to disappear. The 
German claim that, because they have oc~ 
cupled the important railway junction at 
Dombaas, they control the principal railway 
line between Oslo and Trondheim is absurd. 
‘They do not yet control the whole length of 
the line, and so long as the Allies occupy 
positions dominating i, itis to all intents and 
purposes useless to them. It is not necessary 
{o belittle the enemy's success, but it is im- 
erative that it shall be placed in its proper 
perspective. So also must the German 
advance from Roeros to Stoeren over the high 
and narrow passes through .the mountains 
Which separate the two. towns. It is a 
spectacular feat, but, as a contribution to- 
‘wards the establishment of adequate com- 
‘munications between Oslo and ‘Trondheim, it 











is not of any very great value. One reason for 


the speed with which the Germans are push- 
ing ahead is because of the imminence of 
‘warmer weather which will reduce the roads 
to slush, and liberate the floods resul{ing for 
melting ice and snow, all of which makes the 
use of mechanized ‘troops difficult in the 
extreme. That will also to some extent 
militate against the operations of the Allies, 
but as their first need is to see that suff- 
ciently large forces are landed and well 
disposed for further action, the 1ull which 
will be caused by the climate should prove 
beneficial. Reports of fighting in the Skager 
Rak indicate that the Allies have again 
entered that dangerous area for the purpose 
of attacking German troop and supply ships. 
It should not be forgotten that it is by this 
route that Germany hopes to maintain her 
forees, but it has also to be remembered that 
the more men she places in Norway, the more 
vulnerable will this particular line of com- 
muniedtion become. Indeed it may safely be 
said that until Germany finds another and 
‘safer route to Norway, which is obviously 
through Sweden, the German position in 
the Oslo district can never be considered 
absolutely satisfactory. 

‘The claim of Herr Hitler in his bombastic 
order of the day addressed to the Reich forces 
in Norway that “thus the Western Powers’ 
intention to bring Germany to her knees by 
a belated occupation of Norway has been 
Gnally crushed,” is completely indicative of 
the manner in which he and his accomplices 
‘magnify even the smallest successes. Nothing 
is further from the truth than that the Allies 
have been crushed in Norway. It has been 
authoritatively stated that up to the present 
no large bodies of troops have been in con- 
ict, and the process of sparring for position 
has 'not yet ended. ‘That the enemy has had 
the advantage up to now cannot for one 
moment be denied, but they are certainly 
counting their} chickens before they are 
hatched when ‘they seek to magnify their 
achievements in the manner they are doing. 
The reason for this is the effect they desire 
to produce upon Italy and the other 
neutrals. The former is much more likely to 
be persuaded to enter the war on Germany's 
side if she can be persuaded of the truth of 
German claims in Norway, while the impres- 
sion it is desired to create amongst the 
smaller neutrals is that Allied assistance is 
powerless against German might. The fact 
of the matter is that on land there has as yet 
been fo trial of strength. ‘The actions which 
have taken place in Norway, though they 
have, on admissions by both sides, been 
fought with great stubbornness, have not 
involved the employment of huge bodies of 
men which will sooner or later become 
engaged in actions of the first magnitude. 
Herr Hitler is only making a general “song 
‘and dance” about the whole matter for the 
reason stated above, and also ‘because it is 
necessary to support the moral of his people 
with tales of victory, which no matter how 
small the actual success. may be, must be 
magnified into something calculated to im- 
ress the populace. It may be taken, for 
granted that all Herr Hitler's small poodles 
are for his purpose great big lions, and that 
all this banging of the big drum ‘is largely 
for home consumption. The cami in 
Norway is by no means ended; it hai 
begun, and Herr Hitler may have an entirely 
different story to tell in the not too distant 
future. 




















NECESSARY PRECAUTION 
May 3. 


If there is any sign of betterment in the 
Mediterranean it must surely be the report, 
confirmed by circles close to the Stale De- 
partment in’ Washington, that Signor ‘Mus- 
folini has assured Ms. Wiliam Phillips, U. S. 
‘Ambassador to Italy, that he does not intend 
to modify Italian status os a non-belligerent 
for the time being. ‘The announced decision 
of the British Government 0 divert British 
Shipping from the Mediterranean ean be 
faken either as a. wise. precautionary step 
Beainst being caught unawares, of a8 8 broad 
hint to Italy that Britain is by ‘no means 
falistied by the alliiude of some of the 
Hatian leaders and the Press. Thus while 
there is no reason {0 suppose Signor Mus- 
solini is “addicted to the prevarication of 
Which Herr Hitler is s0 notoriously guilty, 
it has nevertheless {o be Yemembered. that, 
dictators take their decisions swiftly. It may 
fe accepted that Signor Mussolini means 
what he told the American Ambassador, but 
That by no means shuts out the possibility 
that at some fulure date he may. suddenly 
decide to. throw in his lot with Germany, 
fnd unless the Brilish took such a step a6 
they have taken, there was a. possibility 
that an imposing’ quantity. of British ship- 
ping might be caught unawares and destroyed 
before the convoy system could be brought 
into operation. In the circumstances nothing 
could be more advisable than to reduce the 
number of British mereantile vessels in the 
Mediterranean tothe minimum. ‘That. this 
will involve British shippers in very large 
extra expense can readily be seen, but. in 
times like these it i better t0 be safe. than 
sorry, even if the safely has to be purchased 
dearly. Fortunately for the Ales the enemy 
Submarine campaign ngainst theit shipping 
has been brought {fo ‘complete, and abject 
failure, and days now pass ‘without any 
losses reported either by ‘U-boat

Hope should permit it to carry on its 
activities comparatively without danger from 
any Italian action in the event of the country 
entering the war. 

A significant passage occurs in a Havas 
message from Washington to the effect that 
Signor Mussolini's decision was, amongst 
other things, due to the fact that Italy is 
not yet prepared, both from a military and 
psychological point of view, to enter the 
conflict on Germany's side. ‘The impression 
is gaining ground that, while the Malian 
people would undoubtedly follow whatever 
ead Il Duce gives, they are still reluctant 
{o enter into a conflict with the Allies. ‘This 
is not to say that they are in any way pro- 
Allies, but rather that they are not pro- 
German, for it will be remembered that con: 
stantly, since the Rome-Berlin Axis was’ 
formed, reports have been current of the 
popular dislike in Italy of the union with 
Germany. That Germany is applying enor- 
‘mous pressure upon Italy may be taken 
for granted, and is endeavouring to show 
the Italian Government that the German air 
force is superior to the Allied navies in the 
North Sea and along the Norwegian coast. 
‘That has not yet been clearly demonstrated, 
and even if it should be, it is only because 
of the fact that British’ fighter aeroplanes 
cannot be used fully because of the long dis- 
tances to be covered, and their inability to 
carry enough {uel to cross over to Norway, 
fight an action, and return to their home 
bases. It js consequently apparent to the 
world at large, and also to Signor Mussolini, 
that the Germans will have to make a much 
more imposing showing than they have up 
to the present to prove the superiority of 
thelr air foree, for in other theatres of war 
nothing of the’ sort has been shown to exist, 
the Allies being well able to give a good 
account of themselves. ‘These factors would 
seem to be having their influence upon the 
Italian leader, for he docs not yet appear 
to be convinced of the German claims, That 
‘would account for his sticking to his present 
equivocal attitude, though at the same time 
he is affording Herr Hitler moral assistance 
by means of demonstrations aiming at prov- 
ing the solidarity of the Rome-Berlin Axis. 
To that Axis Signor Mussolini has been far 
more loyal than has his opposite number in 
Berlin, and that fact too may not be without 
some influence upon the present situation, 

‘The manner in which Herr Hitler has in 
turn flirted with Soviet Russia, and Italy is 
also something which has to be taken into 
account by. the Italians, At the commence- 
ment of the war all German affection went 
to Moscow, the Rome-Berlin Axis being in 
existence, Which was all that could be sald 

wbout it. Russia proving a disappointment, 
he wayward attentions of Herr Hitler have 
again returned to Rome, and while for pur- 
poses of his dwn policy Signor Mussolini 
must seek to ereate the impression that com~ 
plete trust exists between the two gover 
ments, he is unlikely to commit himself too 
definitely until he is more certain than he 
possibly can be at the moment of the Reich's 
loyalty to the Axis. ‘There is, it is plain to 
‘see, every reason why Signor Mussolini 
should move warily, and from that point of 
view there may be reason for believing his 
statement that there will be no modification 
of Italy's status in the near future, ‘That 
does not, however, mean that when a change 
does come about the Allies are likely to have 
much preliminary notice and common prud- 
ence necessitates that every disposition pos- 
sible should bo mace against the possibility 
of the situation deteriorating so grievously 
that war in the Mediterranean becomes in- 
evitable. It is perfectly understandable that 
Irritation should be displayed. in Taly over 
the British decision, but only if I Duce 
himself wishes should it lead to any change 
in British relations with Italy or in Britain's 
attitude towards questions of common. in 
{terest (0 both countries. ‘The situation in 
fine is that Great Britain regards the be- 
haviour of certain Malian leaders and the 
Ualian Press ns definitely threatening war. 
It has made several blunt representations to 
Rome on the subject, which have failed to 
bring about any real’ improvement, and the 
Malians cannot now, complain if Great Bri- 
tain, and ultimately her Ally take all the 
necessary steps to protect their position in 
the event of I] Duco deciding to enter into 
the war on the side of Germany. They 
most certainly do not intend to allow them- 
selves to be taken by surprise, and cannot,

inflation has been yoing on, and it could 
not be expected that the Stabi 
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should continue to endeavour to maintain 
the dollar at its former rate while it was 
being subjected to such a process, Hence 
‘the withdrawal of support in order to allow 
the dollar to find its new level, On Thurs- 
day the market opened at 3%4d. went up to 
Bid. and closed around 3%d., firm. ‘There 
‘was most decidedly no panie and in view of 
all the circumstances not a very surprising 
amount of business done, It must be pointed 
out, however, that in addition to the inflation 
‘mentioned above, the Chinese national dollar 
has been subjected to sustained attacks by 
over speculation, the circulation of rumours, 
‘and the general endeavour to create panic 
bby people who apparently fall to realize that 
‘they are in this manner damaging their own 
interests. Some of these things it would in 
other places be possible to control, but in 
Shanghal that cannot be done, and here, 
which is after all the money’ market of 
China, Chinese currency is being subjected 
to onslaughts against which it ‘cannot be 
expected that the Stabilization Fund could 
for ever protect it. 

It is a complete fallacy to contend that the 
value of a nation’s currency depends on gold 
and silver deposits, and securities, and that 
‘because China has tong got rid of hers there 
must come a time when her currency »will 
become valueless. ‘There was a time when 
Great Britain's gold holdings were laughably 
small, That was at a time when Britain 
‘was $0 prosperous that she may never again 
yeach the same levels, and its currency was 
never held in better esteem. It was because 
of the trade it was doing, and the investments 
it held abroad that that was the position. The 
great factor which should dominate’ the 
value of China's currency is undoubtedly its 
trade, and there is every reason to believe 
that were trade somewhere about normal, 
the absence of China's former gold, and sil- 
ver holdings would have but little effect 
upon the value of the national dollar. ‘Thus 
itis that with even the restricted trade 
which China is doing at the present moment 
there will always be some value to. the 
national dollar, ‘though exactly at what level 
that will be remains to be seen, It would 
be idle to: say that it might not go. lower, 
but if that does occur it will in all probabil- 
fly. prove to be no more than a passing 
phase; Obviously were it possible for China’s. 
trade to resume its previous volume there 
would be every prospect for an increase in 
the value of: the currency, and in this res~ 
pect it would not really matter through 
Which channels the trade passed so long as 
it was in fact being done, for, from that point 
‘of view the economic’ principles involved 
take no account of who is doing the trade 
but only as’ to whether it is being done or 
not. ‘The remedy then is to be found in the 
early resumption of free trading in China, 
the permitting of China to got back to 
normal levels of exports, and the consequent 
securing of that exchange, which in the 
absence of sufficient exports she is wholly 
unable to obtain, ‘Thus volume of trade 
which is being done, is still the ‘main factor 
in reaching the real value of the national 
dollar. ‘There is consequently not the 
slightest reason for thinking that the Stabili~ 
zation Fund in Hongkong is playing any 
sinister role in the present currency develop 
ments, but rather every ground for believing 
that its influence has been consistently 
beneficial. 

‘The whole question has much ‘wider imp- 
cations than those which affect Shanghai 
alone, important enough as they undoubtedly 
are. ‘The prevention of ‘trade is having a 
deleterious effect shroughout the whole of 
China, in those parts oecupied by the Japan- 
‘ese, and under the Wang Ching-wei regime 
‘a3 well as under that of Chiang Kal-shek at 
Chungling. The pressing need of the count~ 
Joss millions of Chinese under both jurisdic~ 
tions is that they should be enabled to get 
back to normality with the least possible 
delay. ‘They should be permitted to return 
to those agricultural, and industriat pursuits 
upon which the export trade of the country 
dopends, for in the long run the only sound 
method of finaneing the return of the Chinese 
dollar to better levels than it now enjoys, 
must be the foreign exchange which exports 
would undoubtedly bring back to China. 
‘The Wang Ching-woi regime in Nanking is 
still very young, but it should not be im- 
possible for it in conjunction with the 
Japanese to bring about free trading condi~ 
tions giving outlets to those exports of which 
even now there is an abundance in the in- 
terior, No moro telling gesture could pos- 
sibly be made by the New Order in China 
than stich an attempt to put China’s currency. 
on its fect again, and it should be the 
primary aim of all parties, in Shanghai, 
Chungicing, and Nanking {o' work for the 
restoration of conditions which would permit 

millions to carry on their normal 
daily life. ‘The romedy, therefore, is not the 
Stabilization Fund : its role after all has been, 
and was intended to be merely palliatory, 
tnd in that sense it has worked admirably. 
‘Those who are apt to groan over present 
developments have only to think how much 
‘avieker they would have come had the fund 
not been brought into existence. Finally, 
unedmfortable as the situation undoubtedly 
is, it would be foolish to panie over it. That 
would be piaying into the hands of those who 
seele to Wrest profits from the falling dollar, 
fand bring about a worse deterioration than 
up to the present has occurred. * That is 
something which no one in Shanghai desires. 
At the sume time it is necessary to point 























out that the reopening of the Yangtze to 
foreign trade, even only as far as Nanking, 
‘would in Itself have a good effect, with trade 
unrestricted so far as nationality is con- 
cerned.’ ‘The whole situation then appears to 
be that much as foreign interests would like 
to do their utmost in order to maintain 
China's currency, that will not be possible 
unless steps are made to bring about a state 
of affairs in which China's export trade is 
allowed to assist. 











ORDERLY WITHDRAWAL 
May 4. 

‘The announcement made by Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain in the House of Commons, on 
Wednesday, to the effect that the Allied 
forces had’ been withdrawn from the area 
south of Trondheim, was marked with a 
complete frankness which has been especial~ 
ly noted and welcomed in the French Press. 
‘The German high command on the other 
hand are naturally endeavouring to magnify 
their success, and there is a possibility that 
they are becoming so vociferous over the 
matter that they may rob themselves of 
some of the psychological fruits of thelr 
victory. The attempt by the Allies to halt 
the invasion of Norway has not been shat~ 
tered, while the claim to have forced the 
British to headlong retreat is obviously false 
‘when it is recalled that the British were able 
successfully to withdraw thelr troops from 
‘the threatened area. An embarkation such 
as that which was undertaken, paralleling in 
‘a small way that which took place at Galli- 
poli during the last war, cannot be done if 
any disorder prevails amongst the withdraw- 
ing troops, and all the evidence points to 
the fact that a-wise decision in the cireum~ 
stances was carried through with workman- 
like precision. And so one phase of Allied 
intervention in Norway comes to an end. 
But it is only one phase, and the world will 
rest assured that the enemy will not be left 
in quict possession of what he has gained 
by the superiority which initiative, and sur- 
prise gave him. ‘The Allied forces, embarked 
upon what was after all an impromptu at~ 
tempt to render efficient aid to Norway, have. 
met with a reverse on one front. It is pos- 
sible that they will also have to withdraw 
from the area served by the Hardanger 
Fiord, leaving the south for the moment and 
concentrating upon the north. 

If then the Allies have for the moment 
failed in attaining two of their objectives 
the fact remains that the port of Narvik, so 
essential for sea borne cargoes of iron ore 
from the northern Swedish ore fields is 
closed so far as Germany is concerned. They 
will still be able to render resistance to the 
Norwegians from that area, and from the 
north of Trondheim, while a change of Allied 
strategy rather than a withdrawal from this 
theatre of war is to bé expected as the next 
development. If it was the German inten- 
tion to lure the Allies into a large scale 
commitment in Norway for the purpose of 
being able to commence some new adven- 
ture elsewhere with some prospects of suc- 
cess they have been foiled, while at the 
same time the damage inflicted upon Ger- 
many in. the loss of men, transports, 
materials, and provisions is imposing, clearly 
demonstrating that the Germans did not have 
‘the walk-over which the German high com- 
mand would now like to claim for itself. 
‘Whatever it has won up to the present, 
and it is the Allied determination that this 
shall only be a temporary success, it is very 
considerably offset by the price Germany has 
had to. pay. Apparently the — reckless 
‘squandering of life is still part, and parcel 
of the German military policy, for that has 
been clearly demonstrated by’ all that has 
happened in Norway. 

Much comment has been made in neutral 
countries, firstly, of the frankness with which 
the British Government has announced the 
fact of this reverse, and, secondly, the man= 
ner in which Parliament, and the country at 
large have accepted the ‘news. Tt has again 
demonstrated as it was during the last war, 
that the British public is able to support 
ill-tidings better than any other. There is 
‘being shown that same quiet ability to “take 
it on the chin” which was to be noticed for 
the first two years of the war, when, in the 
balance, military successes were exceeded by 
military reverses. In the circumstances it 
may very well be that from such events as 
these the younger generation which had no 
‘experience of the last war will learn much 
from their elders who passed through it. So 
Jong as a true perspective is maintained such 
reverses as these may not be without a very 
considerable psychological value to the 
Allies. Tt is essential that they should bear 
in mind that what is the Allied aim is com- 
plete victory over the enemy. The Nor- 
wegian campaign, which is not yet over by 
any means, is, therefore, to be regarded as 
only one aspect of an infinitely vaster strug- 
gle, the issue of which is doubted by no one. 
It has to be remembered that it is the last 
victory which counts. 














THE LOTTERY QUESTION 
May 6. 
‘The statement issued by the Municipal 








Couneil on the subject of the proposal to 
hold a lottery for the purpose of raising 
funds for educational and social services, 
which are now definite and inereasing charges 


‘upon the revenue of the International Settle 
ment, dismisses the whole matter in what 
may ‘be termed the usual off-hand manner. 
‘The impfession created is that the whole 
question has been discussed somewhat per~ 
funetorily, and upon the customary assump- 
tion that the proposal, being something in 
the nature of an innovation, cannot be ac- 
ceptable. When the suggestion was first 
made it was argued that the whole question 
should be thoroughly investigated. This 
‘does not appear to have been done, the whole 
research, judging from the Council's state- 
ment having been devoted to discovering 
reasons why such a scheme could not be 
adopted. ‘The predominating reason for the 
ejection is apparently one of principle. Had 
the Couneil’s statement been left there it 
might have been wiser, but when it goes 
fon to declare the Council's policy as one 
prohibiting most forms of public gambling 
in the International Settlement, it can only: 
bbe accepted -with a very cynical smile, - It 
is fully realized that ordinarily there is a 
vast difference between public and clande- 
stine gambling, but when the latter is carried 
‘on so openly that it is a matter of common 
knowledge, that difference seems to disappear, 
‘and whether the Couneil’s policy is directed 
‘against most forms of public gambling or 
not, the fact is that there is so much of this 
sort of thing going on, that invocation of the 
‘alleged policy appears more in the light of an 
excuse for going no further in the enquiry 
as to the feasibility, rather than a real and 
overwhelming adherence to principle, ‘The 
more realistic view of the esthetical con- 
sideration which the Couneil refers to would 
be that if such large sums of money are 
changing hands daily in the clandestine- 
public gambling, the Council would do well to 
seek to control it, and direct the money into 
channels where it would do far more good 
than in the banking accounts of the exploiters 
of this far flung racket. 

Little more need be said upon this parti- 
cular aspect of the Council's statesmen than 
that when other cities have adopted the same 
means of raising money, when the highly 
‘Successful Australian state lotteries run for 
years on end, this adoption of an “‘tolier~ 
than-thou" attitude, does, in view of local 
circumstances, appear in a most singular 
ight. ‘The second point raised by the Coun- 
cil is that upon legal grounds, and parti- 
cularly because of the legal liabilities of the 
various members of the Council, any such 
scheme would be impracticable. ‘That, af 
matters stand, there is some ground for the 
argument cannot be disputed, but the ques- 
tion does arise, and it needs to be put, as to 
whether the Couneil has enquired Into the 
possibility of remedying that state of affairs, 
Has, for example, any investigation been 
made as to the possibility of securing some 
legal reliet for members of Council likely 
otherwise to get into trouble with - their 
respective courts? If it has not, then the 
whole question has been disposed of in a 
manner to which Shanghai is becoming far 
too much accustomed. Again appeal is made 
fo the law of China making the issuance of 
lottery tickets generally illegal unless prior 
permtigsion for such a lottery has been 
obtained from the Chinese Government. 
Again the question must be asked as to 
whether any attempt has been made to ascer- 
tain the probability of the Chinese Govern- 
ment giving its permission in the light of 
the praiseworthy objects which such a lottery 
would serve. If such an inquiry has not 
been made then the question of the feasibil- 
ity of such a scheme as has been proposed 
hhas not been fully delved into, and the state- 
ment of the Council cannot, therefore, be 
regarded as a informed judgment on the 
matter, but merely an ex parte declaration 
and a not particularly convincing one at that. 
On- the face of it it would seem that were 
such permission granted, the legal position of 
the foreign councitlers, doing something which 
‘was then in accord with Chinese law, would 
be all the casier of modification. 

ird point raised by the Council was 
one.

what enquiries have been made, and what 
experts consulted. the view that there 
are other means open to the Council to ob- 
fain the money required as for example the 
Voluntary Entertainment Tax, there can be 
no agreement. That the Voluntary Enter~ 
tainment Tax has done well is admitted, but 
if it is thought that other and similar levies 
might serve to fill the Council's require- 
ments its members should immediately dis- 
card it. As the period of inflation through 
which ‘Shanghai is passing at the moment 
engthens, the application of the law of 
diminishing returns is becoming increasingly 
apparent. ‘The opinion is strongly held that 
there is very little opportunity of raising 
further funds by voluntary means, and the 
possibility’ of any further increase in the 
rates is to be gravely doubted. It has to be 
remembered that the Council's educational 
and social services require millions of dollars 
annually, not hundreds of thousands, and it

German Glee 


While the Berlin press showers vilification 
land abuse upon the British for withdrawing from 
southern Norway, alleging that the British eft 
the Norwegians in the lurch “retreating like a 
ack of cowards," the “Giornale d'ltalia," which 
would not in the circumstances be expected to 
be particularly complimentary, states that the 
Allies fought. heroically against the German 
‘troops, and the fact that the Allies effected a 
‘speedy withdrawal without losses cannot be con- 
sidered a rout. All the facts which are to 
hand show that there is no question whatever: 
of leaving the Norwegians in the lurch, that 
they were informed of what the British, and 
French troops were doing, and that in fact one 
of thefr commanders actually accompanied the 
‘Allied troops on the withdrawal, That should 
‘serve once, and for all the discount the lying 
propaganda of the Germans, whose casualties 
alone will serve to show whether the Allies 
fought well, or not. ‘The withdrawal from 
‘southern Norway is not a withdrawal from 
the whole of that country. It has 

‘announced that they are landing at 
hundred miles north of Namsos and there is no 
question of abandoning Norway to the tender 
mercies of the German invaders. That the 
reverse which the Allies have suffered is a 
serlous one nobody for one moment will deny. 
It Js not admitted, however, that it will have 
very much Influence on the final outcome of the 
‘war, and in this respect it may prove productive 
of good resulls so far as the Allies themselves 
fare concerned. ‘They did not for one moment 
expect to win every engagement, any more than 
they did in the last war. Reverses such as this 
will only serve to strengihen their determination 
that ‘victory shall be theirs, and all that has, 
happened in Norway will have in Britain and 
France a psychological effect very different from. 
that which a. similar mischance would be 
‘expected {o have in Germany. All the shouting 
‘and raving about the German victory in the 
German press, is designed for one end alone 
to bolster up’ the German moral, by giving it 
those vielorles without which Herr Hitler and 
his regime cannot hope to continue permanently. 
in office. The Reich may not be able to cele-

‘The government of Holland has apparently 
had its eyes opened by what happened in 
Norway, when Norwegian Nazis traltorously sold 
the pass to the Germans in the hope of ultimate 
rewards, and is rounding up leading Nether- 
lands’ Nazis and putting them where they ean. 
do least harm. Jt is a wise move for, when 
Germany underiakes the long expected’ attack 
fon that country, without a doubt she will be 
Gepending upon’ the assistance of sympathizers 
to make the invasion as easy as possible. Tt 
is to be hoped that the British and French 
Government will follow suit. In Britain there 
{is afoot already a movement to remedy the 
astonishing lenleney with which aliens of Ger- 
man nationality were treated by the various 
tribunals, and it is expected that much larger 
numbers of these people will be put under con- 
figement. ‘The general policy ‘now adopted, 
under the very wide powers which have been, 
granted to the Government, is to make sure 
that persons against whom there is nothing but 
comparatively slight suspicion, will be kept in 
custody for the duration of the war. They are 
not treated in any sense like convicted cri- 
minals, and are allowed practically every 
privilege save thelr individual liberty. ‘The film, 
now showing in Shanghai of Nazi activities in 
the United States clearly demonstrates. the 
methods by which the Nazis secure the infltra~ 
tion of thelr agents into countries which they 
hope sooner or later to reduce to subjection, 
‘and if unfortunate Germans, of well meaning 
Gisposition towards the Allies, become objects, 
of suspleion, it is only to be expected.

Gambling house pro- 
prietors run pawnshops outside their premises 
where the would-be gambler may pawn what- 
ever goods he possesses and then proceed, in-

sistance.

Politleal Interference 

‘The chief hindrance to a resump- 
lon of foreign trade—and there “are 
‘many—is that all applications will 
have to be authorized by the 
Superintendent of Customs and that 
such applications cannot be granted 
by the Commissioner without tne 
former's approval. Apart from the’ 
inconvenience caused, it is folt that 
he holds a political’ post and thus 
his decisions may be biased, 

.,On the whole, in view of the many 
regulations and restrictions, and 
‘owing to the fact that Whampoa is 
still a closed port, the opening of 
river to third Power trade is con- 
sidered as an empty gesture. 

Some sources, however, express the 
opinion that this in the first. step 
in the process of gradually permitting 
a resumption of normal trade. 
Before this stage is reached, how- 
ever, many facilities will have to be 
restored, such as the unrestricted 
sailings of foreign vessels, non-inter- 
ference with the functions of the 
Commissioner of Customs—Reuter.

In former peaceful and prosperous 
years, the bankers of northeast 
Chekiang required $10,000,000 or more 
fo move the crop. No one seems to

‘There has been less fighting during 
the winter and spring and the water 
ways are now more open for boat 
transportation, With the prospect of 
new money coming in, the city and 
market town merchants and’ shop 
keepers are bringing in seasonal su 
plies. ‘The high price of rice has kept 
the lower middie. and higher labour 
Jeroups anxious. Frequent conferences 
OF meetings of the guilds have tried 
fo raise wages and lower prices of 
necessities. Slowly as a rule, but 
Sometimes spasmodically, readjust~ 
ment is made and the currents and 
tides of Chinese population continue, 

So far as local estimates can be. 
trusted, about 60 per cent. of the 
people have returned since the eva 
cuation in 1937, More than 10 per 
‘cent. have gone to the interior or far 
west, another 10 per cent. to coastal 
sities, the balance dead or missing. 
‘The destruction of property js much 
more obvious than the loss of human 
te," Marriages and births are on the 
increase. 

‘During the winter, practically every- 
body wore old clothes; with warmer 
weather new suits are increasingly 
seen on the sirects. Passengers off 
trains or boats are carefully searched 
‘and luggage is thoroughly examined, 
Foreigners are strictly, but not rudely

‘Mr, Franklin Replies 


Tn his reply, Mr. Franklin said: 
the honour you have done me this 
evening is deeply appreciated. The 
kind remarks of Mr. Keswick about 
‘me and the way you have just drunk 
my health has made me glow with 
pride and satisfaction. But I must 
confess I do rat feel I deserve either 
this wonderful dinner or the gener

‘AS you know, I look upon Shanghai 
as my adopted home. All of my 
friends are here, all of my interests 
are here and whatever affects Shan, 
hai vitally affects me. As Chairman 
‘of the Counell my actuating prin- 
eiple was to do whatever was best 
for Shanghai. T tried to see that all 
elements of our heterogenous popula 
{lon recelved a fair deal and that 
every resident of Shanghal could 
work and live in peace and safely 
without fear or favour, regardless of 
nationality, race, colour or ereed. That 
Shanghal has been able to preserve 
its neutrality during the troublous 
times through which we have passed 
speaks well for the spirit of co-opera~ 
tion that has prevailed and should 
make us optimistic as to the future.

Effective May 15, a five-kilo~ 
metre distance above the Nantao 
boom on the Whangpoo River will 
be opened to genoral traflle as far 
as the maintenanee of pence and 
order permits, it was announced 
yesterday alternoon by the press 
Section of the Japanese China ‘Seas

University in New Yorke City, veceiv- 
ing the Bachelor of Divinity degree 
from the Seminary in 1909 and the 
Doctor of Philosophy degree trom 
Columbia University in 1912. 

He was advanced to the priesthood 
in Now York by Bishop Greer in 
1912, He later returned to the United 
States for study on a fellowship 
‘awarded by the Union Theological 
Sominary of New York for-1920-1021, 
Bishop ‘Tsu has been closely connect 
ed with student work, both in Chin 
and in the United States.

‘After negotiating coal-heaps, ppark- 
ed motor cars and other obstructions, 
firemen attached to Sinza and Bub- 
bling Well Stations attacked a blaze 
Jwhich destroyed a bamboo con- 
tractor’s establishment and several 
small factories on a plot of land be- 
tween Wuting and Sinza Roads, east 
‘of Gordon Road, during the night of 
‘May 3 and next morning. 

‘The fire was seen {rom the watch 
towers of both stations and since it 
‘was impossible to ascertain"the exact 
location of the blaze, engines from 
both stations turned out, arriving at 
the scene almost together at 126 a.m. 

‘The flames were under control at 
242 am. after various — buildings

Killing of Farmers 
Denied Here 


Shanghai, Moy 2. 

An emphatic and categorical deniat 
of various press repor's that Japan- 
ese forces operating in the area 
around Tsingpu, approximately 35

allegedly have wantonly killed women 
‘and children and set fire to homes,

But when it 
was revealed that the asserted Com- 
munisis went about disguised, as pea 
sants, and began military operations 
‘against the Japanese, a Japanese unit 
fon April, 14 began operations to wipe 
Out the alleged Communist forces. 


‘Two Massacres of Fatmers 


Chinese evening reports state that 
the massacre of villagers and farmers 
in areas bordering the | Shang! 
ITsingpu highway, where a flerce battle 
recently fought between the 
Japanese and guerillas, has not yet 
ceased, it being alleged that a second 
reat ‘massacre had terrorized the 
Already panic-stricken villagers. Tn. 
the first massacre following the fight- 
ing, sevearl hundred civilians were 
killed. Fifty-four villagers are said 
to have been killed this tim 

Quoting arrivals from the affected 
aroas, the reports state that Japanese 
soldiers have been going to villages 
almost daily in search for able-bodied 
male Chinese. Country people are 
sald to have been lured to a place in 
cwenyingtang, near Tsingpu, to obtain 
“good citizen passes” from the Japan- 
ee but when they reached the place 
fon April 27, 34 able-bodied youths 
were detained. 

‘These youths were later beheaded 
in front of a temple and buried in 
rico flelds. ‘The aged and children 
were allowed to go free. result

Indicating that the Japanese are

Constitutional Day, May 3, 1721, which 
laid the foundation for the prinelples 
af democratic government.” Following 
Mr, de Rosset's address, Dr. 8. Tom 
assewskl, President 6f the Polish Re- 
sidents’ “Assoclation made a speech, 

Mr. P. Kittay, Chairman of the 
Polish Cultural’ Association,” in 9 
lengthy address, described conditions 
In Poland today. “He sald that It was 
indeed’ interesting to review ‘the his. 
tory of the Constitution of May 2, 
‘Amid the calamities which followed 
the first partition of the Polish State, 
under conditions practically ‘identical 
with those of today, the national 
vitality of Poland manifested itself 
‘8 new constitution, which was formed 
on May 3, 1701, 

‘There is nothing more glorious or 
more tragic, sald Mr. Kittay, than the 
promulgation of this constitution on 
the eve of the second partition of 
Poland, by a free people on the ove 
of thelt doom. This charter abolished 
‘the serfdom of the peasants and made 
all citizens “equal, thus laying the 
basis of a modern government. It re- 
cognized the Catholle religion as the 
State Religion, yet left freedom of 
worship to others. It enforced a law 
of Hereditary ‘Crown, — eradicated 
Miberum veto and divided the power 
‘of authority among the King, Senale 
and the Church, ‘The charter create 
Fesponsible Stale ministers and  ad- 
mitied in the brotherhood of King 
and Koights, all Poles, because liberty 
for everyone was proclaimed.

Factory Managers 
Kidnapped 
Shanghai, May 3. 


‘Two offeials of the Nanyang Bros. 
‘Tobacco Co, one of the largest 
cigarette manufacturing firms. in 
‘Shanghai, were kidnapped at 2,05 p.m. 
yesterday as they were about to enie: 
the factory situated along Yu Yuen 
Road, ‘The victims, of whom nothing 
hhas been heard since, are Mr. Vong 
Chia-chang, manager of the Tobacco 
Leaf Department, and Mr. Lee Ts- 
‘dong, who is in charge of the Packing 
Department. 

Both offciais were returning to the 
factory at 43 Yu Yuen Road, after 
the ‘noon recess, and just as their 
‘car was about 10 turn off the muni- 
‘cipal’ road, four Chinese, all armed 
with pistols, forced their ‘ear to stop, 
and ordered the two officials out of 
the vehicle under the pretext of 
wishing to make a search for heroine 
and pistols, 

Presumably under the belief that 
the armed men were plain clothes 
members of the Special Municipality 
pellee, the two victims obeyed only 
to find themselves forced into a wait- 
ing Taylor taxi which drove off in an 

wsterly direction along. Yu Yuen 
Road, presumably inlo Chinete ter- 
ritory. 

‘The affair frst came to the notice 
of the police when the driver of the 
faxi used for the “kidnapping” made 
8 report of the incident to Bubbling 
Well’ police station. 

According to his version, the gun- 
men hired the car froma Taylor 
/g2rage sub-station near the Bee Ba 
Bo cabaret, and ordered him to drive 
to Keswick Road. When they had 
arrived. at thelr’ destination, they 
pressed a pistol into his back, order- 
ing him to leave the vehicle. Two 
‘men were waiting on the side of the 
oad and led the driver to a straw- 
hhut were he was detained for several 
minules, eventually being told. to 
regain Keswick Road where he found 
his car intact, Before leaving the 
straw-hul, he was given $5. 

Detectives are said to be following 
several clues but it was impossible 
to ascertain yesterday whether the 
kidnappers were members of the 
Special Municipality Police or 
whether they were criminals,

Two Killed in

Courageously pursuing and grap 
pling with an armed robber © who 
had» murdered a young Chinese a 
few minutes earlier while robbing 
hhim of $4,000, an armed Chinese 
bodyguard lost his life in Tientsin 
Road yesterday afternoon, During 
the fight, in which both men emptied 
their pistols, the robber was severe 
ly wounded in the stomach but

Chinese Chauffeur 
Found Dead ” 


Shanghai, May 4. 

Complete mystery surrounds the 
sudden death early yesterday morn- 
ing of a “Johnson” hire car chauffeur 
whose body, bearing 2, bloody mark 
fon its back, was found near the Yi 
Lu Gambling House at 208 Avenue 
Haig, where no sign of violence could 
be found. Reports were conficting 
‘as {0 the cause of his death, One 
Feport said lost night that he was 
put to death in order to destroy 
Cvidence hinting that something ter- 
Fible had occurred in the car which 
hhe drove, while a check with the hire 
car company revealed that the un~ 
fortunate chauffeur was weak and 
thin, suggesting a natural death. 

‘The body of Ting Ching-hsiang was 
found shor} before 3 am. yesterday. 
by someone whp cared to telephone 
to the hire car company the bad 
news. Later he was definitely identi 
fied as the chaulfeur of the hire car| 
bearing the licence number 18477 
Which he drove to the gambling den. 
Thinking that he might be saved, 
someone took Ting to a hospital 
where he was pronounced dead, "The! 
Settlement police were informed, but 
since the death occurred in the Chi- 
hese territory, results of oficial in- 
vestigation could not be obtained last 
igh 

‘A Chinese report stated that since 
‘Tite's body bore no mark of violence 
except some blood on its back and 
since his money had not deen taken 
‘away, it was not a case-of robbery, 
It was suggested’ Quit the money 
‘might have been put into his pocket 
‘after his death. It was ‘pointed out 
that it ts customary for the wateh- 
‘man of the gambling house to hand 
‘over the car fare to the chauffeur, 
which fact did not necessitate Ting’ 
leaving his ear. ‘The fact that he was 
found lying on the ground Indicated 
that he might’ have ‘been murdered, 
the report explained, adding thot 
‘something might have happened in 
hhis car and that he had been killed 
in order to destroy evidence.

Tt has often been’ suggested that 
the means of reaching England or 
France should be placed at the dis- 
posal of those foreigners willing to| 
enlist, and that the actual enlisting 
‘should take place in these countries, 
‘This method should work well for 
all parties concerned, It would pro- 
vide the Democracies with volunteers, 
who are generally admitted to be 
better and more courageous than 
conscripted men, The thought of| 
fighting for liberty would attract] 
large numbers of unmarried men| 
from neutral countries who would| 
‘fight with body and soul for the 
Rights of Man, thus the Democracies| 
could put to use the universal 
sympathy which undoubtedly is with 
them, ‘The cost of transportation, as 
arranged by the Government, would 
bbe insignificant as compared to the 
services which these volunteers could 
render, 

In Shanghai the French authori- 
ties, always noted for their realistic 
tendencies, have, as far as could be| 
ascertained, enlisted some refugee 
volunteers’ who have been sent to 
French Indo-China for training and 
will later be used wherever neces- 
sary. It is therefore puzzling to 
understand why the British have not 
followed suit and used thelr advan. 
tageous position here to enlist men, 
who because of language facilities 
and other reasons would rather serve 
in British ranks. I have personally’ 
spoken to quite a number of men 
willing to enlist and waiting only to 
be accepted, ‘These men bear a 
watural hatred against the | Hitle 

jime which has deprived them of 
practically everything, they possess- 
ed as well as extending them a 
‘most inhuman treatment, Many of 
them still, bear the stigmas of the| 
notorious “rubber truncheon” which 
they will be only too glad to repay. 
‘They have even more reasons for 
fighting Nazidom than the regular 
British or French troops, 

It must also be noted that many 
of these refugees or other volunteers 
are trained and experienced men 
‘who could serve in various capacities 
such as engineers, aviators, chem- 
ists, Inlerpeetars "and — offloers. Tt 
is to be hoped that the British 
‘authorities, both local and abroad, 
will give'this matter their serious 
consideration and not ignore a very 
much needed ald, ‘They should re- 
member that they are not fighting a 
purely national war but an inter~ 
national one, where liberty {s| 
arrayed against oppression and| 
where every staunch Democrat, 
should be allowed to fight for his 
beliefs.

‘Sim,—May 1 suggest that the present 
rickshaw fares be revised and a unl- 
form faro charged all around. At 
present the fares on some rickshaws 
fare listed at 8 cents per half-mile, 
while others are listed at 10 cents per 
half-mile, 

For the past three years 1 have 
been paying 10 cents for a short ride 
of less than half-a-mile. Lately 1 
have been paying 18 cents for this 
ride; some coolies are quite contented 
with this sum but others roar like 
bull 
use obscene language, and demand 20 
cents for this short ride. 

Having resided in various parts of 
China for over 30 years, I have come 
to the conclusion that these rickshaw 
coolies are too well treated in Shang 
hain no other city do they enjoy 
such privileges as they do here. A 
large number of them are rogues, 
thieves and vagabonds, and before 
“the Sino-Japanese trouble, many were 
procurers for certain brothels in 
Hongkow, especially those who used 
to park around the Navy Y.M.C.A. 

"You occasionally hear of the 
honesty of a rickshaw coolie turning 
in a package containing thousands of 
dollars, but what about the hundreds 
‘of parcels left behind in thelr riek- 
shows by passengers? 

T have” been wondering if the 
Pullers’ Mutual Ald. Association have 
posted any notices in thelr rooms to 
the effect that “Honesty is the best

Wattie & Co, Ltd., secretaries and general managers, Shares 
present and represented were 34,251. 


‘The chairman in his speech said:— 

‘The working for the year has re 
sulted in a profit of Ch.$266,307.89 
as compared with a profit of] 
Ch.$50,485.71 last year. This satis 
factory result was achieved despite 
the fact that the output of rubber 
Was’ 1,195 1b. smaller than in the 
previous year and was due to the 
fact that the average net price 
realized for our product was 249 
pence per pound higher whilst the 
‘expenditure on revenue account was 
practically the same in both years,

‘That chain must be established with 
certainty and the court thinks, taking 
the record of the evidence into con- 
sideration, that it has no other option 
than to sustain the motion of the 
derendants, 

"Addressing the court, Mr. Franklin 
said that he would never have taken 
the case had he realized that he 
‘would be restricted by his clients as 
to the number of expert witnesses he 
could call. His clients were reluc- 
tant to cali any more experts because 
they fell that it would reflect upon 
Dr. Kiang’s ability and cause him to 
lose face.

‘This is the essence of part 
Of @ judgment passed by the Second 
Special District Court on April, 12 
when such a ease, which will inter= 
est properly owners, architects and 
contractors was concluded. 


It was revealed in court that a 
Russian property owner named 1, A. 
Lifehitz, represented by his lawyer 
‘M, Paul Premet, contracted last 
year with a Chinese building con- 
tractor for building a house at a 
price of $32,000 to be pald by instal- 
ments according to the progress of 
the work. A dispute later developed 
when the contractor ceased to work. 

‘The property owner wanted to 
claim the ownership of all materials 
delivered on the building site for the 
Purpose of use In the building as 
well a3 building plants but the con- 
tract did not inelude any such alipu- 
lation in his favour. Judge Lee, 
however, gave a judgment In. his 
favour onthe ground that he has 
fulfilled his payment. obligations in 
accordance with the contract, 

It was originally a criminal action 
brought by the Chinese building 
contractor but the Russian was 
acquitted on tho charge of misappro- 
prlation although given a suspended 
sentence of fine for detaining two 
men guarding the building materials 
‘on behalf of the contractor. 

Pirate Gets Six Years 
Shanghai, May: 5. 

A. pirate, Chen ‘Tweng-hsuch, has 
been sentenced by the Second Special 
District Court” to six years’ 
imprisonment in connection with the 
daring attempt, staged on December 
1, 1939, in San Ho Kong on the 
northern bank of the Yangtze in

More- 
over, the agricultural products of which pur- 
chases had to be reduced were the very ones 
which the Administration had hoped would 
sellin large quantities as a result of the 
‘Anglo-American trade agreement. The re- 
‘uctions hit the country in a politically sensi- 
tive spot. ‘The Administration, which was 
fighting for a continuation of the trade agree 
ments act, was worried by any encourage- 
ment given to the opposition. When the 
British Government had to curtail its imports 
of canned fruit, which under war conditions 
were felt to be luxury products, the press 
was filled with stories of “indignation” which 
had been expressed in Congress. What 
actually happened was that the British order 
was pounced upon by the opponents of the 
trade agreement programme and used as a 
‘weapon in their fight to prevent a renewal 
of the President's trade agreement powers. 
The Administration, realizing fully the Bri- 
tish reasons for curtailing the imports, felt, 
nevertheless, that they might have waited 
until after the extension of the tariff act had 
been voted.

ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


April 29.—Now the ‘rhododendrons are com- 
ing into flower, we decided to find out a little 
‘more about them and why some are called 
azaleas. We discovered that, botanically speak- 
‘ing, the genus azalea cannot be separated from_ 
‘the’ genus rhododendron although gardeners do| 
insist on separating them: they. would never 





azaleos, meaning “dry,” owing to the fact that 
it was generally considered a dry location plant. 
‘Many of our rhododendrons come from Japan; 
‘but there a large number of species native to 
China. Wilson tells us that he collected 80 of 
the 160 species known. We remember hearing 
about azaleas growing over 12 feet high in the 
‘mountains near ‘Timoshan,-away beyond Hang 
chow: they must be a glorious sight when in 
bloom. We read that R. Farrerae was introduced 
into England from China os far back as 1629 
and that R. Champfonti was introduced trom 
Hongkong in 1840, We saw a really beautiful 
display in a local garden during ‘the week- 
‘end.

‘of the centre of the calyx of the preceding 
flower. As the calyxes are persistent, they be- 
come in time a column of scale-like leaves, red. 
to terra-cotta in colour. The hablt of the plant 
ig most peculiar and the end of the stems 
not unlike Prawns. We found later thi 
plant was Beloperone, the name being derived 
from Delos, an arrow, and perone, a band oF 
strap, in reference to the arrow-shaped 
hectives. The genus is native to Brazil; but as 
the plant we saw came from Honolulu, it Is 
probably B. nemorosa. We notice that the local 
Bamboos are beginning to send forth thelr 
“shoots”: we were reminded of a story once 
told to us by a Chinese gardener when we saw 
Jthem; he told us that if people looked at the 
“shoots” while they were growing, they (the 
“ghoots") ‘would turn black’ and die: he prob- 
ably did not want us to count them. The Chi- 
hhese monthly roses are beginning to bloom at 
‘89 are some of the single ramblers. Althouy 
the monthly rose in a native to China, it 
‘named Rota indica: this rose has played a very 
important part in the production of the tea 
roses as we know them today.

Viena in Poor Condition 


Young Chinese Doctor Tells of Difficulties 
Encountered in Once-Gay Austrian Capital 


RO-Nazi enthusiasm in Austria reached its peak immediately 

after the Anschluss two years ago, but since then it has fallen 

off to the extent that the average Austrian today is more or less 

convinced that Hitler has not the slightest chance of winning the 

present war, according to Dr. Yang Bau-shu, returned student who 
left Vienna on March 8, after studying there for four years. 

Ever since the outbreak of the present war, Dr, Yang told the 
“‘North-China Daily News,” living conditions in the once prosperous 
little Central European country have worsened to the extent that 
even vegetables are subject to rationing at present, although they 
are difficult to get even for those who stand in queues for hours 








on end, 

‘Meat rations, which aré distributed 
twiee weekly’ are so. meagre that 
most families usually keep the sup- 
plies purchased on Friday over to 
Sunday when they are allowed to 
Purchase ‘the other part. “Thus, the 
doctor added, at least one meal in 
‘which there i some meat, is enjoyed 
by the family every week. 

‘Single persons and travellers are 
‘not even entitled to vegetable ration- 
ing cards and when they sit down 
in-a restaurant, the waiter will only 
take thelr order if it is accompanied 
by the requisite number of bread, 
‘meati‘butter and fat coupons. 

‘Hardest hit, the doctor added, are 
the poorer classes since no differentia 
tion’ is made in the distribution of 
rationing eards. Thus, for instance, 
fan oflce clerk is entitled to exactly 
the same quantity of food as the 
manual labourer Who expends much 
more energy and therefore requires 
‘additional “nourishment. 

Consular officials, Dr. Yang went 
on to say, are in a class by them- 
selves since they receive more 
rationing cards than the population, 
Some of them are even entitled to 
“real” coffee, while the population 
must content itself with’ a small 
Supply of the “ersatz” product. 


German ‘Trusts Take Over 

All industries, small or large, 
particularly in ‘the pharmaceutics 
feld, have been absorbed. by. the 
large German trusts andthe small 
Industelalist and businessman’ is. de~ 
rived of a chance to make a living, 
Dr. Yang continued. 

‘in referring to university life, the 
doctor said that the best professors 
fare gradually resigning since the 
Party—which is almighty in every 
feld-—has instituted a system where- 
by-a young doctor, himself a fervent 
Party member, is appointed for each 
faculty and elinie, and fils the posi 
tion of superintendent to whom all 
matters must be referred ond with 
whom all decisions rest, irrespective 
of whether they be of an administra- 
tive or selentife mature. ‘Many pro- 
fessors also were summoned to the 
colours at the time of the Polish 
campaign. Some of them well over 
0 years old and many. failed to 
return, 

During the Polish campaign, Dr. 
Yang worked n'a military hospital. 
While unable to estimate the number 
of injured that were being treated 
in Vienna, he said that the casualties 
‘could be ‘estimated by the fact that 
‘all hospitals were converted into 
military” Red Cross centres while 
some schools had to be adapted for 
Use as hospitals. Dr. Yang spoke to 
many of the injured but most of 
them dreading the dire punishments 
which they might get if caught 














criticising, refused to talk about the 
campaign’ self. One of them told 
the,doctor, however, that there. were 
mountains'of corpses outside Warsa\y, 
when, afler the occupation af the 
Polish capital, German troops, were 
eing withdrawn only to be attacked 
by Polish units, 


No Enthusiasm For War 
No one in Vienna showed any: 
enthusiasm for the war, Dr. Yang 
ided, and the lack of sumeient coal 
id_ Wood stores, particularly during 
the past winter, made things exceed 
ingly uncomfortable for everyone. 

“Everyone from the age of eight,” 
the youthful physician added, “weat's 
uniforms. in Austria. these days and 
there is hardly a family in which 
t least one man has not been called 
up for military service,” 

Foreigners, in particular doctors 
and technical men, are treated very 
well by the German authorities, and 
ore offered good remuneration” and 
‘other conditions if they should 
choose to remain in the countiy for 
the duration of the war. ‘He himselt 
would have wanted to stay. but his 
family wished him to return to 
Shanghai. ‘There are no more well- 
off Jews! in the country, he ‘sald, 
but tho thousands of destitute “and 
aged who remain, ‘are entitled to 
rationing cards in ‘the same manner 
fas everyone else, with the exception 
of permits for coal and. fire-wood, 
Jews are only permitted to make 
purchases ftom 11am, to 4 pa 
‘at which ‘time Aryans may false 
frequent shops. In this case Aryans 
take priority over the Jews with the 
result that the latter rarely get what 
they came to buy since supplies kept

‘up 100 “points,” he added, it is not 
necessary to go into details regarding 
his question which threatens to tell 
Hs tale after the clothes which the 
population still has from the pre- 
ar days, will have beon used up.
